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A Ratlroad from Memphis to St. Louis. 

The Memphis Post says that the Memphis and 
St. Louis Railroad has recently received a new 
impetus, The part of the line extending from the 
present termination of the Iron Mountain Rail- 
road to the Arkansas and Missouri state line is 
already pushing forward rapidly, the road having 
been purchased from the state of Missouri by 
Thomas H. Allen, The entire work to the state 
line is under contract, and fifteen hundred men at 
work, The portion from Memphis to the line, 
which was yet to be provided for, has recently 
been given out to responsible persons, who are 
preparing to enter upon the work as soon as the 
location of the line is completed by the engineers 
of the company and specifications of the work 
made, The entire work is to be completed in fif- 
teen months. It will be begun as soon as the ne- 
cessary surveys can be made and the line definite- 
ly located. 

One of the peculiar features of this road will be 
that it will bave no bridges or breaks of any kind. 

The line will serve the purpose of a levee, It 
will follow the swell or ridge which extends near- 
ly parallel with the river, at an average perhaps 


of three to five miles from it, and the embank- 
ment will be of sufficient height to prevent the 
waters of the Mississippi from extending beyond 
the road, The country west of the line will thus 
be drained by the St. Francis and other rivers, 
and the back water from the Mississippi in times 
of floods being restrained from spreading over it, 
an immense amount of the richest and most fer- 
tile alluvial lands will thus be reclaimed and made 
exceedingly valuable, Colonel Porter estimates 
the extent of land which will thus be rendered 
available for agricultural purposes at over two 
millions of acres. 


McGregor and Sioux City Railway. 

A company has lately been organized for the 
construction of a railroad from a point on the 
Iowa and Minnesota Division of the Milwakee 


»j}and St, Paul Railway where that road turns to 


the north, west to Sioux City in northwestern 
Iowa. The stock is subscribed, and the road will 
be commenced early in 1868, The directors of 
the new company are substantially the same as 
those of the Milwaukee and St. Panl Company, 
of whom Alexander Mitchell and 8,8. Merrill are 
members from Milwaukee, 

The proposed line runs nearly due west from 
McGregor on the Mississippi river to Sioux City, 
a distance of about 250 miles. At Sioux City a 
connection will be had with the Pacific Railroad, 
by a branch to Omaha, The line follows substan- 
tially the forty-third parallel (the latitude of Mil- 
waukee) as designated by the act grantinz lands 
to aid in its construction. We learn from a gen- 
tleman who has passed through the country to be 
traversed by this new road, that it is the finest 
land in Iowa or any other state. 





{ca Negotiations are pending for the sale of 
the Washington Iron Works Newburgh, to the 
Boston, Hartford and Fishkill Railroad Co., which 
company intends converting it into a car and re- 
pairing shop. The establishment was sold but a 
short time ago to Messrs, Carson Brothers of this 
city.

Erie and New England Railroad Co. 

A company has recently been organized in this 
city with the above title. The object is to con- 
nect the Erie Railway at Turner’s station, about 
eighteen miles west of the Hudson River, by a 
line as nearly direct as practicable, with New 
Haven via Derby. From Turner’s to Port Jarvis, 
on the Erie road, is forty miles, and the whole 
distance from the latter place to Derby is esti- 
mated not to exceed 120 miles, thus placing 
Derby practically about as near as Elizabethport, 
one of the great coal shipping ports of New Jer- 
sey, to the great coal regions of Pennsylvania. 
A suspension bridge over the Hudson, near An- 
thony’s Nose, 1,600 feet long, and 150 feet above 
the river level, is proposed; and one of the ad- 
vantages to be gained is the expected transporta- 
tion of coal from the mines without breaking 
bulk. The company is organized under the gen- 
eral railroad law of New York, and capital suffi- 
cient for its preliminary operations is already 
paid in,

The above tables have no reference to the pas- 
senger railroads now in use in all our principal 


cities. These in the aggregate make a large mile- 
age, probably not far from 2,000 miles, or includ- 
ing double track not far from twice that length. 
Nor is the second track on any of the railroads 
estimated in the tables, Nearly all the great lines 
of the country, however, are in part or wholly 
double, and the additional track is being yearly 
increased to the very great advantage of business. 
We may estimate the double track, sidings and 
turnouts at 25 to 30 per cent. of the length of 
roads, which added to the above, will give usa 
total equivalent single track of not less than 50,- 
000 to 55,000 miles in length. 

The present activity in construction will bring 
into use many hundreds of miles of road in 1868. 
Perhaps at no former period have so many great 
enterprises been in hand.

From the 3d of July until the Ist of October, 
our steamers arriving from Aspinwall were de- 
tained at Quarantine, and required to land their 
passengers, baggage and mails from the quaran- 
tine tug at the Battery, and to discharge cargo in 
the stream off the company’s wharf; whereby 
our current expenses were increased many thon- 
sands of dollars, and our home freights and travel 
reduced.

What I have said in relation to the time of the 
assessment of income and schedule A applies as 
well to special taxes. Of the receipts for the last 
fiscal year, $12,516,461 were derived from the 
annual assessment of 1866, and the balance from 
that of 1867. The total receipts thus far from 
the assessment of 1867, are $11,830,959. 

Wholesale dealers and wholesale dealers in 
liquor, until the act of July, 1866, paid their 
license taxes upon their probable sales for the 
year as determined by their sales of the year pre- 
ceding. After the payment of fifty dollars by 
wholesale dealers and one hundred dollars by 
wholesale dealers in liquor, their returns are now 
made and their taxes paid upon their monthly 
sales, This change in the law accounts for the 
apparent reduction of the aggregate receipts from 
special taxes.

The following is a copy of an agreement re- 
cently concluded between this company and the 
Baltimore and Ohio R. R. Co.: 


1st. That the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company shall hold the undisturbed possession 
and control of the road for twenty years from the 
1st day of July last—receiving to their own use 
during that time all the revenues of the road, with 
the option of continuing to hold it indefinitely 
thereafter for any succeeding term or terms of 
like duration. 

2d. That the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com-
